LAFAYETTE DISASTER DRILL 


On Monday morning, November 16, 1992, the entire city 
staff of Lafayette engaged in a disaster drill to test their 
ability to cope with a simulated 7.2 magnitude earthquake 
on the Hayward fault. A bit of realism was introduced at 
the start of the exercise by a device that rattled the 
windows of the city offices. RACES was activated and 
Joe Gregory, WA6DQN, and Paul, W7MYA, put the city 
Amateur Emergency Station on the air. Amateur stations 
were also activated at ConFire Dispatch Center by Pete 
Perata, KA6SHE, and at the County Office of Emergency 
Services in Martinez by Richard Shappee, WASHQJ, and 
Bill Brimmer, N6LZM. Joe Gregory, WA6DQN, also 
served as a mobile unit part of the time and Fletcher, 
KI6RP, checked in mobile from the Lafayette community 
center were he was able to locate and connect to the 
buildings emergency antenna. Karl, AA6LH, also 
reported in from the city E.O.C. 


During the exercise, traffic was passed between Lafayette 
E.0.C. and ConFire and Lafayette E.0.C. and the County 
E.0.C. which in turn relayed to ConFire. Both sites were 
instructed to relay messages by phone to the event 
simulators, but ptione lines quickly became jammed and 
only communication by radio was possible. 


City officials considered the drill to be satisfactory; it 
pointed out some areas that need attention. The E.O.C. 
2-meter radio had a problem in its audio circuit - probably 
a bad microphone cord as a post SET disassembly, 
inspection and check out cleared the problem. The 
station RACES manual was missing (would whoever 
borrowed the red folder please return it and its contents). 
Lafayette had its own message form which differed from 
the County's. However, the city didn't use its form 
preferring to brief oral requests for traffic and 
information. 


Thanks to all, but especially to Bill Brimmer, N6LZM, and 
Richard Shappee, WASHQ\, for opening and manning the 
station at the County Office of Emergency Operations, 
and to Pete Perata, KA6SHE, for providing 
communications with the ConFire dispatch center.

PL (subaudible tone access) will be implemented on the 145.23 (-) repeater 
beginning the first week of December 1992. The PL will be 100 Hz. The Palo 

- . Alto. 145.23 repeater will continue to be an open repeater, welcoming all hams 
to share the use of the machine. The purpose of this QST is to provide adequate 
notice to Bay Area hams that may not now have PL capability on their rigs to 
acquire that capability before PL access is implemented so that the 523 
repeater will still be available to all radio amateurs. 


The Palo Alto machine presently transmits a 100 Hz subaudible tone to enable 
hams with tone squelch to listen only to this repeater. This has proved helpful 
in eliminating cable TV interference and propagation from the Sacramento area. 


Most of the new two-meter radios have PL built in. Implementing PL may be 
just a matter of rereading your users’ manual and following the instructions 
therein. For radios without PL, there are a number of companies who sell 
miniature PL boards. These are about the size of a postage stamp, So they will 
fit into most HTs. These can be purchased for less than $30. 


After the first week in December, access to the emergency agencies via the 523 
autopatch will require the use of 100 Hz PL tone.
